lap, and he went on to victory over Glen 
Goodier, Paul Baker, Curt Hawkins, 
and Craig Riddle, while in the Open 
race, he had to slip past riders to take 
the top trophy ahead of Paul Baker, 
Robby Hays, Troy Ruf and Glen 
Muehlstein. 

Three Expert classes went after a 
big purse put up by GNC for the race, 
and in the 125s, it was Jerry Surber, Jr. 
taking command after Mickey Pizzitola 
held the early lead, but couldn’t match 
Surber's speed. Pizzitola settled in for 
second, with Ben Theriot passing his 
way up from a bad start to grab third. 
Clay Hoenshell and Glen Johnson fin- 
ished 4-5. 

Pedro Perales and Carlo Musso bat- 
tled it out for the 250cc Expert win, 
but Musso could not get around Perales 
and had to take second place money. 
Ricky Glaser defeated Joe Burke and 
Ricky Madole for the third spot. 

Darryl Heisler came over from Ala- 
bama to win the Open Expert class, 
beating Clarence Fortney of Okla- 
homa, Louisiana's Billy Prevost, Tex- 
as’ Joey Balcom and Houston’s Tommy 
Hudson. 


Billy Bristwe took home the win in 


the 100cc final ahead of Bryan Taylor, 
Jaime Killion, Billy Baker and Randy 
Hatten, and in a tough Over 30 main 
event, Darius Gramley of Harlington, 
TX came out on top, riding a 
Kawasaki KDX 175 Uni-Trak. Billy 
Click, winner of the class for the past 
two years in a row, was right on Gram- 
ley for the first few laps, but steadily 
crashed himself out of a possibility of a 
third victory. Jimmy Redwine picked 
up second as James Cantwell led Roy 
McCalvin and Billy Denton across the 
checkers to make up the top five. 


In the 125cc Novice class, Billy 
Baker passed his way up to the front 
early in the race and held on to the po- 
sition to defeat Donnie McMillon and 
Paul York. Floyd Robbins and Danny 
Meloy made up the top five. 

The final main event of the night 
was the 250cc Novices, where Scott 
Remole inherited the win after the 
early leader had his Honda’s rear end 
break apart two laps from the finish. 
Everyone moved up a notch at the fin- 
ish, and Glen Whitten, Todd Lukavsky, 
Jim Powe and Moe Van Kirk took 
home beautiful GNC trophies. 

Larry Huffman came down for the

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Ring of the one-two-fives 


Broc Glover

Broc Glover, Yamaha’s three time 125cc AMA National Championship MX Series titlist, has built a per- 
sonal record in MX in recent seasons exceeded only by his teammate Bob Hannah. 

Glover was not born with a silver throttle in his hand. He started riding young and climbed the ladder 
from family support to private sponsorship and finally landed backing from Teant DG. From there the 
ladder of success led to a Yamaha factory contract in 1977. That same year he won his first one-two-five 
title. 

At a bit over six feet tall and sporting curly blonde hair, Glover would more likely be picked out of a 
crowd as a college student than an MX star. 

Conversation comes easy to Glover. He likes to talk and has some interesting ideas about what he would 
like to do in the near future and what lies down the road for him. 

The following conversation took place following the third of four rounds in the Florida Winter Warm- 
up MX Series. At this point he was well on his way to carding both the 125 and 250cc championships. The 
following week he did just that and then returned to his home in California to prepare for the first round 
of the Supercross Series. 7 





How did you get your start in 
racing? 

I started racing on a Kawasaki 100 
Green Streak back in 1974. We had 
the frame modified with an extended 
swingarm, lay back shocks and a set of 
Ceriani forks. It wasn't bad! I only 
raced a few times, then my parents 
went through a divorce. Things were 
tight for a while, which kept me off the 
track. 

Finally, I started riding some 
amateur events again, just making 
enough to keep the bike together. I got 
right back into it, though, and quickly 
advanced to the 125cc class. There was 
only one problem, my bike was a 100. 

I rode some local San Diego races on 
the ol’ Kaw in the 125cc class - even 
took a second on it! My older brother 
Mark knew a man named Jack Lutz 
who had a new Honda Elsinore and no 
one to ride it. Mark introduced me 
and I got to ride the Elsinore that 
weekend. I was really excited. 

After I won the first race, Jack con- 
tinued sponsoring me until I got my 
Pro license. He couldn't teach me 
anything about riding, but he taught 
me a lot about other things. He's really 
a great guy and a good friend. 

What was your most important early 
race? 

We hit the Snake River race that Evil 
Knievel put on. I got a fourth there 
and won a motorcycle. I still wish they 
had that race - it was great! After that 
I turned Expert and my dad (Richard) 
remarried. His air conditioning 
business was going well and he wanted 
to help me out with my racing. 

Did you and your dad work 
together? 

Dad was really mechanically inclined 
and taught me all about working on 
bikes. We did our own wrenching until 
I started getting team support. We hit 
the Southern California circuit on a 
purely stock bike; just put rear shocks 
on the Honda. 

He told me, “You're not a fast 
enough rider to ride that bike as fast as 
it can go.” We were in some fast com- 
pany - Marty Smith, Tommy Croft 
and a lot of factory riders would show 
up at Saddleback and the other 
tracks. After six months we got the 
bike going really fast. One day I got 
the holeshot and led Smith and Croft 
for four laps until the chain broke. 
Did you stick to the local tracks? 

No, that’s something my dad believed 
in. He knew that I had to be able to 
ride all kinds of tracks and hauled me 
all over. You see it in southern 
California like you see it here in 
Florida. Some guys are unbeatable on 
a home track. Take them away and 
they fall to pieces. It helps to travel 
and ride these guys’ tracks. You learn 
from them and say, ‘Hey, I can take 
that line faster, too!’ Riding in 
southern California helped me get a 
name, ‘cause they notice you down 
there. 

Did you start getting support from a 
manufacturer then? 

We went to Honda, then talked to 
Yamaha. They were giving away a few 
bikes, but they thought I was too 
young. We ended up buying a 
monoshocker ourselves. It turned out 
to be a mistake, but we learned a lot 


from that bike. I had to ride my butt 
off on that thing! Honda was winning 
all the races back then, but DG 
noticed me on the Yammie. We got 
together. 

Bob Hannah made a deal with 
Suzuki, but had a two National race 
contract with DG left. They said, 
“Look, take the bikes and Rocky 
Williams and hit the local races.” 

Those bikes weren't as good as my 
old Yamaha. Kel Carruthers had 
helped us with the engine on the first 
one and we had one of the fastest 
Yamahas around. That DG ride, 
though, was the first time I got my foot 























































in the door at Yamaha, since I was 
riding the bikes they gave DG for Bob. 
But Bob needed the bike for a New 
Orleans National and I was without a 
bike again. 

Did you dust off the old bike? 

I got out the old Elsinore for a big big 
race at Saddleback; a heavy deal with 
all the teams. I ended up fourth 
behind Hannah, Smith and Croft. I 
said, “I’m not riding that Yammie 
anymore.” DG couldn't give me full 
support on a Honda because they had 
to buy parts out of a shop. Honda 
wouldn't help. DG was great, they 
were really good to me. 

I turned 16 in the middle of the 
National season, got my AMA Pro 
license and still earned fifth for the 
year. AMA really cooperated, they 
processed my license before my birth- 
day and I actually had it on my birth- 
day. Honda still wouldn’t help, DG 
was footing all the bills. The only 
thing I got from Honda was what Mar- 
ty Smith gave me out his back door! 

Yamaha asked me to ride the Trans- 
AMA. I said sure, but it all came down 
to the points thing. Riding only half a 
year, I didn’t have enough points to 
qualify. 

Luckily Yamaha hung on to me 
anyway and put me on a contract. The 
new bikes weren't out yet and last 
year’s bike wouldn't cut it. I had to 
come from the rear, race after race. 





Wasn’t there a complication with 
your contract? 

Yes. I signed a three year contract in 
1977, but I still had almost two years 
of school left. They said, at first, make 
up your mind, school or race. I said, 
“Both.” They agreed to fly me back to 
classes. I missed lots of Mondays and 
Fridays, but finished up OK. School 
wasn't that hard, but both at the same 
time was tough. 

I'm really happy with Yamaha. 
They believe in doing things right. 
Your job is only to race, not to worry 
about whether you spent $1.95 too 
much on a meal. 

How do you work with other team 
members? 

Yamaha is really more of a team than 
the other factories. There's not a team 
Bob Hannah and a team Broc Glover - 
it's getting to be tighter all the time. 
Where do you call home? 

I still live in El Cajon with my mom. 
I've bought property there and plan to 
build a home when I get around to it. 
What kind of car do you drive? 

Well, lets see; I have a Toyota four 
wheel drive pickup and a four wheel 
drive Chevy pickup. I just sold my van 
and have a Porsche 911 Targa and a 
motorhome. It’s a major problem 
keeping everything in good shape. 
How about a special girl back home 
in California? 

Joni Toom, spelled J-O-N-I, everybody 
gets it wrong. You would have to say 
she’s my main gal. It’s kind of nice 
because when I first met Joni and star- 
ted going around with her she didn’t 
know anything about MX and I was a 
nobody. She's been good to me the 
whole time. She’s a big help with my 
gear, I really count on her for a lot. 
When you have time, what do you do 
for fun? 

I have a dune buggy and enjoy going 
out to the desert. I also like racquet 
ball, water skiing, almost any kind of 
sports oriented activities. It seems like 
when I'm on the road I have more 
time. When I'm home it's this or that 
all the time. If it’s not business, it's 
something else. 

Have you done any organized desert 
racing? 

No, but the car’s pretty serious, 
though. A friend set it up. It’s mid- 
engine Volkswagon powered, but tur- 
bocharged, burns alcohol and all that. 
It weighs about 600 pounds and is the 
fastest thing I’ve ever been in, by far! 
How about the 1980 circuit? What 














events will you ride? 
Supercross, all the 125 Nationals and 
probably all the Trans-USA’s. It’s 
really funny. This year the Trans- 
USA’S are all on 250’s and they seem to 
be fazing the Open bikes out. The 250, 
I think, is a better size. You spend a lot 
of time trying to stop an Open bike 
and they don’t handle well when 
you've got the brakes on. You just 
can’t use all the power. 

I like to ride 250’s and 125’s of cour- 
se, I haven't ever really raced an Open 
bike. I haven't set one up for myself. I 
have always ridden Mike Bell’s bike or 
Burgett's or someone like that. 


Which bike did you end up on in the 
Trans-USA last year? 

Just the 250. I picked it because we 
were short on Open bike parts and I 
didn’t know where to start on the set 
up of a big bike. 

I was pulling away until I fell in a 
mud hole. I thought, “Wow, this 250 
stuff is going to be good.’ But all that 
mud got to me and the whole series got 
depressing. 


Before the series started, weren’t you 
considering running a 125? 

Yes, we checked my lap times on the 
125 and I was one or two seconds 
faster than the Open leaders. I was 
really dialed in on the bike and Jim 
Félt thought it would be a good 
promo. We just wanted to see what I 
could do. But when it starts getting to 
be winter and the mud comes along, it 
would have been impossible on a 125. 
Will you keep the same mechanic 
this year? 2 

Yeah, I have Jim Felt from Simi 
Valley, California. He's a super 
mechanic and been with me since my 
start at Yamaha. 

Have you tested your new 1980 works 
bike yet? 

It’s OK, but the stocker can run with it 
in a dead heat drag. It’s all up to the 
riders this year. 











What do you think of the traveling 
life? 

I don't like driving, it’s boring! You go 
to neat places, but you don’t have time 
to enjoy the sights. Training is easier 
though, you have few distractions. If 
you don't feel like watching television 
you may as well go for a five mile run. 
Food gets to be a drag. I try to eat 
right, but you have to hit the fast food 
joints once in a while. 

What about the Florida Warm-up 
Series? 

This trip has been much better than 
most. The weather's great and the 
distance between tracks has been 
short. We've really had a lot of fun and 
gotten in a lot of riding. I came down 
here to get into shape and the sand has 
really taught me a lot. Four races a 
day is a tough schedule and the tracks 
have gotten really rough! 

What’s your training routine? 

I vary my workouts. At the beginning 
of the year I really get on it - lots of 
running and riding. Some people have 
to train a lot; some a little. Sometimes 
Tm not sure what I have to do. For last 
year’s 125 Nationals I really trained 
hard, but was able to back off after I 
established a good lead. I won nine of 
ten motos and cruised the last half. It’s 
hard to make yourself sweat when 
you've got it in the bag. 

What about this year? Who's going 
to give you trouble? 

Jeff Ward will be going fast as well as 
my teammate Donnie Cantaloupi. 
They say Mark Barnett is not going to 
ride the 125’s but I think they're just 
trying to screw up my head. He'll be 
there as well as Brian Myerscough and 
Chuck Sun's younger brother, Ron, for 
Honda. 

As three-time 125cc National Cham- 
pion, what is your opinion of 
professional MX and the AMA? 

I don't particularly like to get into the 
politics, but the AMA is trying hard. 
They need a promotional department 







































that needs to make bucks and hustle. 
We're trying to sell MX to the public 
and we want big name sponsors 
Coke, Toyota, etc. 

The stadium races are starting to 
pull in crowds like football and getting 
TV coverage. It should be an easy 
thing to sell. I just heard Toyota isn’t 
going to sponsor Supercross in '80. 
What happened? Supercross is big 
business and needs selling to big spon- 
sors. Individual promoters beat the 
streets for their personal race, but the 
overall Supercross concept has no 
spearhead organization promoting 
and pushing the sport. AMA has the 
most experience with Supercross, they 
should create a division that is out to 
make bucks for the riders, sponsors, 
promoter and themselves. 


What about the riders? Do you think 
they’re getting proper consideration? 
Some races don’t even have a place for 
the riders to spectate and passes are of- 
ten ultra tight. The riders are really 
quite.easy to please. Rookie Leapold, I 
heard, at one race stopped the bit- 
ching by bringing into the pits an ice 
chest full of juice and cokes for the 
riders and mechanics. It maybe cost 
him $100, but every one got really 
pumped. The riders need to be con- 
sidered more as professional atheletes. 

T must say though, many don’t act 
professional. The riders blew the Mr. 
PiBB thing last year. After the St. Pete 
(Florida) National they (Mr. PiBB) 
planned a gigantic dinner for maybe 
100 people. All the executives were 
there to make their decision on 1980 
sponsorship. They asked all the riders 
to show at this thing; a real nice affair. 

Rick Burgett and I were the only 
ones who showed. Can you believe it? 
These guys were really nice and on the 
level. We had a great time! 

Results? 

Mr. PiBB doesn’t sponsor any more 
races. I wonder why? What kind of 
responsible professional athlete does 
that kind of thing. 

AMA's not the whole problem, the 
promoters aren’t the whole problem, 
it’s everybody not pulling together. 
There’s some talk of a rider's union, 
but I don’t think that would fix 
anything. If we could get McDonalds to 
back Supercross. Wow! What a neat 
thing that would be. We can relate to 
that age group and it would be good 
for all of us. But who’s trying to 
sell them? Bill West (Florida Warm-up 
Series promoter) gets out and has the 
local radio stations pushing his races. 
They didn’t come to him, he went to 
them. If Superbowl of MX promoter 
Mike Goodwin went after McDonalds 
or some other big time operation I bet 
he would get them. The riders would 
cooperate. There’s a market out there 
just waiting to be approached. 

What plans do you have for the 
future? 

I know I won't be around forever. I 
have bought some apartments and 
have made other investments. My goal 
is not necessarily to be a World Cham- 
pion at MX. If that happens, great! I 
want to build my finances and invest- 
ments up so that some day I can live 
comfortable and be free to do what I 
want to do. 

Last year was a cruise year for me. I 
just rode the 125’s and made a nice 
living. This year will be different; I’m 
about five times more serious, more 
hungry and more into wanting to race. 
I'm here in Florida preparing for the 
year. Who else is down getting into 
shape? I kinda took my vacation 
during the Trans-USA. Irs hard to 
keep yourself up year round. Bob 
Hannah can do it consistently and 
that's why he always beats everybody. 
He worked hard, trained hard, and 
gave it his all every time the gate 
dropped. Bob will be back. He'll do 
what he has to do. He'll make himself 
heal. = L 
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Racing ona 
budget

With the rising cost of racing it’s 
getting pretty tough for many 
racers to continue their involve- 
ment in the sport. Clubs pro- 
moting motocross, desert and enduro 
events all report declining turnouts. 
The reasons are obvious: real income 
is down, costs for European and Japan- 
ese racing equipment are tied directly 
to the dwindling value of the dollar, 
gas is heading for $2 per gallon, and 
Junior needs braces. Need I continue? 

The current economic woes of the 
nation are going to have to be solved 
through the combined efforts of govern- 
ment, business, labor, and an aroused 
public. In the meantime there are some 
things you can do to cut racing costs: 

Consider the following: 

Bike selection. Think about the 
utility and resale value when you buy a 
new bike. There comes a time in every 
racing bike's life when it is over-the- 
hill, competitively speaking. The own- 
er has two choices: continue to ride it 
or sell it. The market for racing bikes 
which aren’t competitive is not very 
strong. Their value is enhanced if the 
manufacturer has an established mar- 
ket for street bikes. 

An old dirt bike also becomes more 
valuable if it can be put to some other 
use. Many enduro mounts can be 
made street legal with little or no 
effort. A horn, mirror, rectifier and a 
battery is all it takes for most. An elec- 
trical outlet box makes a perfect hold- 
er for a Yamaha DT-1 battery. Think 
of the fun you'll have riding your old 
PE 250 to the office! 

Shop carefully. Is that leftover 
model from last year as good as the cur- 
rent one? Have you checked every shop 
in town that offers the type of bike you 
want? Will any of the dealers give you 
a discount on parts and accessories? 
Don’t forget to check discount stores 
and motorcycle junk yards of bargains. 
One discount store supplier markets 
four-ply Cheng Shins under a different 
name. (Check for signs that the original 
name has been buffed out.) 


The patient racer can find many 
needed parts at the local motorcycle 
salvage house for 25-50% of their new 
price. The prices some dealers charge 
for parts border on being criminal. 
Don’t become a victim. Your dealer is 
making all the profit he needs keeping 
up with the boom in fuel-efficient street 
machinery. 

Work on your bike. Most dirt bikes 
come with an excellent owner’s 
manual. The IT Yamaha manual tells 
you how to do everything but split the 
cases, and that’s not too difficult. If 
you don’t have a manual, check with 
the dealer or your local book store. 

Be inventive when it comes to special 
tools. Often you can fabricate your 
own just from looking at a picture of 
the real thing. Case-splitters and clutch 
and flywheel holding tools can easily 
be made from a few old bolts and some 
angle iron, Lubricate and maintain 
your bike meticulously. This will add 
to its life, reduce replacement and re- 
pair costs and save you a lot of pushing. 


Ride a variety of events. Chances are 
your area has more than one type of 
competition. You can save a lot of 
money on transportation by concen- 
trating on local events. Many trials 
clubs have a class for enduro bikes. 
Talk to your local MX promoter about 
setting up a klunker or enduro class. 
Add a tooth to the countershaft and 
run your motocrosser in the desert. 














Enter anything in a hare scrambles. 
See if the local enduro event has a “seat 
of the pants” class. Enter even if it 
doesn’t and hope you start with some- 
one who knows how to keep time. Don’t 
pass anyone who has a computer and a 
lower number than you. Concentrate 
on your specialty event, but know how 
to set your bike up for other forms of 
competition. 

Get a buddy. It is dangerous to trail- 
ride alone. It is also unwise to enter a 
cross-country event without having 
someone to make sure you return to 
the pits safely, Beyond that, having a 
racing buddy can save you a lot in 
transportation and lodging costs. 

Camp out. Get a good sleeping bag 
and a tent or camper. Cook out to 
avoid expensive restaurant chow. 
You'll meet more people and have 
more fun. 

Drive an efficient vehicle. Consider 
gas mileage as well as power, conven- 
ience and utility when you buy your 
next truck. A good used truck from 





the 60s is generally more powerful and 
gets better gas mileage than its newer 
counterpart of the same size. Stay away 
from troublesome, gas-robbing equip- 
ment like automatic transmissions, four- 
wheel-drive, and power steering. Ran- 
cheros and El Caminos get better mile- 
age than their bigger brothers, but 
they need air shocks. If you're thinking 
of trading in your gas guzzler for a new 
model, don’t! The interest on a new 
vehicle loan is probably more than 
you're spending on gas now. If you 
have an economical car, get rid of 
your truck and buy a trailer. 

Become a scavenger, Pick up things 
on the trail. I once saw a 38mm Mikuni 
lying on the trail a mile past the fourth 
check. I still haven't figured out where 
it came from. When your event is over 
send the kids around to collect alumin- 
um cans. They're worth 25¢ a pound 
at your local recycling center. 

Combined other activities with rac- 
ing. Let’s face it, the family deserves a 
vacation now and then. Check your

favorite weekly motorcycle paper and 
get Aunt Bertha in Colorado to put 
you up while you tackle some new ter- 
rain. Try to talk your boss into sending 
you to a seminar in Florida during 
Speed Week. Show up at your sister’s 
wedding with your van and two buddies. 


Don’t practice. One way to save 
money is to cut down on unnecessary 
practice and random trailriding. If you 
live in a metropolitan area it probably 
costs you quite a bit just to get to a 
riding area, not to mention the wear 
and tear on your machine. Consider 
other alternatives for staying in shape: 
jogging, exercise, bicycling, etc. If you 
race regularly you'll only need a few 
warm-up laps to be ready for anything. 

Look for other ways to save money. 
Remember motorcycling is part of your 
total entertainment budget. Only you 
can determine what sacrifices are 
necessary to continue your sport. Are 
eating out, chasing women, and party- 
ing more important? You must decide. @

Murder cycles, the facts about 
America’s number one blood 
sport 

Author: Patricia Zonker 
Publisher: Nelson-Hall, Chicago 


This book is intended to do for 
the motorcycle what Unsafe at 
any speed did for the Corvair. The 
author says she developed her 
dislike of motorcycles (she calls them 
“murdercycles” throughout) in 1969 
during a hospital stay when she was 
placed in a ward full of cycle accident 
patients. In the years until now she re- 
searched nearly every aspect of the 








motorcycle in America and finds it all 
“idiotic,” “sadomasochistic,” “sense- 
less,” etc. 

Nevertheless, I recommend that 
every motorcyclist, would-be biker, 
and parent of same read some of this 
book (skip the title and gory pictures). 
Nobody should take up motorcycling 
without knowing all the risks. The best 
line in the book unfortunately was not 
written by Ms. Zonker. It appears in a 
jacket blurb signed Jacquelin Perry, 
M.D. “If you find you must ride a 
motorcycle, then for goodness sake 
learn every safety rule and trick, just as 
airplane pilots do.” 

If the trite theory that spectators 
watch motor races to see drivers crash 
is true, then some smart race promoter 
should pass out chapters from this 
book and brace for the rush. She 
makes it out to be a gorier show than 
Caesar's coliseum. 

Wake up, Zonker! Life is real, life 
is earnest! Consciously to control risk, 
to achieve something that less daring 





souls dimly sense, that is the glory of 
mankind. Many sports are 
occasionally bloody, but does that 
make them “blood sports?” Even if so, 
more blood is shed in football than in 
motorcycle racing. Bullfighting is an 
example of a blood sport; motorcycle 
racing is not. 

It is easy for a pro-motorcyclist to go 
on for volumes refuting and 
ridiculing, but this book poses a 
serious threat to our existence. The 
book is being well received by those 
who agree with the author that 
motorcycles should be banned 
(“murdered”) altogether. The last 
chapter is a call to action against “the 
murdercycle menace.” She tells her 
readers, presumably other middle- 
aged ladies to raise hell and stop high 
school motocross, kill driver safety 
programs, prevent motorcycle 
advertising in general interest 
magazines and TV, block motorcycle 
park progress, boycott businesses that 
do business with motorcyclists. 

















What motorcycling needs is a book 
to balance Ms. Zonker’s. To tell this 
bikers’ side and defend the industry, 
and clear the way for safety and the 
sport. Unfortunately, the only hard- 
cover novel that comes anywhere close 
is R. Lipkin’s “A Brotherhood of 
Outlaws,” except it has nothing to do 
with the sport. 

It is easy to say that motorcycling 
today is not totally safe. But to assert 
that it is not worthwhile is to deny the 
daily evidence of our senses. Anyone 
can write a cautionary tale, but it 
would take the talents of Lewis Carrol, 
Mark Twain, and T.S. Eliot rolled in 
one to tell the true story. T.E. 
Lawrence only scratched the surface. 

For motorcycling is not 
apprehended by words, it is experi- 
enced in revelations. Deus ex machina 
and all that. I find in motorcycling a 
key to the vast puzzle of existence. Half 
my life I have sought words to express 
these revelations, but in that I am 
dumb. That's why I like the expression 
“dumb biker.” To me it means some- 
thing much different and better than 
it would mean to Ms. Zonker, 

It is a sense of life that the Zonkers 
never knew.

Terry Clark takes 
desert win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, MAR. 23 
With whispers of “who's that” 
passing through the crowd, Palm- 
dale’s Terry Clark, riding behind 
a pie plate, took the overall win 
at the Prairie Dogs race about 30 
seconds ahead of Bob Balentine. 

To racers that have been in the 
desert since the very early ‘70s, it was a 
natural thing..Clark was top dog in the 
trail bike class then... when the in- 
dustry was completely shaken up by 
the introduction of the Harley- 
Davidson Baja 100. Clark rode that 
machine with the style and fierceness 
that was necessary to do well on such a 
little bike. Then he left the dez for 
motocross. He returned, however,, in 





January of this year, and it was only a 
matter of time before he would have 
his day. 

The total entry was a respectable 250- 
plus, even though many other riders 
were either racing or acting as support 
crews at the SCORE race in Mexico. 

The bomb run was a long one with 
Balentine in the lead as the marked 
trail began. Clark was back about 
10th. 

Husky-mounted Ed Pierce got 
centerpunched by another Husky 
rider, Bill Saltzman, just past the 
bomb. Pierce had the wind knocked 
out of him and laid for a few minutes 
on the ground before he was able to 
get up again. 

Although the first loop of the race 
was fairly fast, the rider couldn't sit 
back for a leisurely ride either. By first 
check Clark had moved past everyone 
but Balentine. 

At second check it was still Balentine 
and Clark, with two 250cc racers, Ken

Upp and Mike Sixbery, in the next two 
spots. In the fifth overall slot was 
Darin Cartwright followed by 250cc 
expert Jeff Matthews, Ed Zarp (Open 
Ex), “Wild Man” Tom Schell, Jr. (250 
Ex), Open Expert Verlyn Van Zee and 
Open Amateur Ed Whisenant. 

Back in 111th place overall was the 
first Novice, 250cc racer Paul Palmer. 

The pits curved along a wide sand- 
wash, and spilled out in a broken line 
across the valley. Balentine led the 
pack in for gas with Clark literally 
flying behind him in the second spot. 
Upp and Sixbery hung onto their 
third and fourth slots, as did Cart- 
wright, Matthews, Zarp, and Van Zee. 
Amateur Whisenant had moved up 
ahead of Schell. 

First Senior was piloted by Gary 
Charters (C) in the 12th spot. 

The first C Expert, Kevin Hopkins 
was in the 15th overall with the second 
C Expert, Russ Jenkins breathing 
down his neck in the 16th spot. 

The second amateur open rider was 
closely followed by two amateur 250s, 
Tim Burley and Lloyd Britt. 

The first amateur “C” bike was 
piloted by Tom Elias. Bill Mattox was 
in the Trailbike lead. Amateur #18v 
had the lead for the gals. 

Palmer still had the Novice lead 
with the rest of the Novice herd, 
headed by Grant Colbert, closing in on 
him. 

The Beginners and Trail Novices 
came off the first loop to take the 
checkered led by pie plater Paul 
Baxter (250cc), followed by three C 


bikes Dirk Davidow, Laird 
Schweikart, and Mike Mahurin. 
Second 250cc Beginner, Randy 


Courtney, was in the fifth spot. 

Out at the fourth check on the 
second loop the Prairie Dogs manning 
the check were thoroughly enjoying 
themselves. Coming into the check was 
what they nicknamed “Bail Off” hill. 
They could hardly mark tank cards at 
times as they were laughing so hard at 
the “antics” of the riders. 

About 25 miles from the finish 
Balentine got a flat.

Zarp moved into fifth while 
Matthews took sixth. Bill Saltzman 
was first Vet with fellow Checker 
Verlyn Van Zee (Open Ex) earning the 
eighth overall slot. Darin Cartwright 
(Open Ex) crossed the finish line in 
ninth while the first Senior machine, 
piloted by Gary Charters, was 10th. 

First Trail finisher was Mattox. 

After leading the Novices part of the 
way, Tim Cauby (250cc) of the Low 
Budget M.C. ran out of gas only two 
miles from the finish. After a Senior 
stopped and gave him some gas, he 
still managed to finish fourth novice. 

Full results will follow. 

Duane Summers (#10T) earned the 
Most Determined Rider award this 
race. He crashed hard on the first 
loop, knocking his wind out. By the 
time he got to the pits he also had a 
flat tire and his thumb was quite 
swollen. He was determined to finish, 
however, so the tire was changed and 
he headed onto the second loop, 
finishing sixth from the last. 











Balentine cracks 
Desert Squirrels 
affair

FREMONT VALLEY, CA, MAR. 16 
It was the familiar KTM orange 
and blue colors that were the first 
to be spotted heading for the fin- 
ish chute as Bob Balentine 
earned the top honors at the Desert 
Squirrels Hare Scrambles. 

The camping area was moved up 
against the base of the mountains in 
Fremont Valley, making for interesting 
surroundings and more convenience to 
the pit row. The Desert Squirrels also 
added an extra eight mile loop off the 
start to get everyone onto the Scrambles 
loop. There were over 350 riders on 
the start line. 

Flying 250cc rider Ed Pierce was off 
the eight mile loop in record time with 
fellow 250cc speedster Ken Upp and 
KTM's desert ace, Balentine, close 
behind. Number 299 was next, 
sparring with Mike Sixbery and 
Amateur Heavyweight Dan Smith. 

In seventh spot was seasoned Sham- 
rock, Tom Schell, Jr., followed by the 
first C machine piloted by Kevin Hop- 
kins with a second C biker, Cliff 
Thomas, nipping at his heels. 

Bruce Ogilvie came limping into the 
pits the back way after hitting a rock 
and splitting the front hub which caused 
the front brake to lock up, dumping 
Bruce hard on the ground. 

The regular loop was a neat-riding 
trail, but the large amount of rain 
absorbed by the ground in recent weeks 
didn’t seem to effect the abundance of 
dust. Once off the trail, the rider 
could expect problems as there was a 
plentiful amount of rocks hiding in the 
dust. 

Tenth-place Kem Park connected 
with just such an object as he went off 
the trail to pass another rider. His foot- 

g and a rock joined forces to break 
his foot. Chuck Miller, not far behind 
Kem, stopped to help him. 

Into the pits for gas came Balentine, 
who had taken over the lead not far 
into the first loop. Pierce was next, 
trailing a stream of flags about 25 feet 
long, with Upp close enough back to 
have to try to dodge body and bike so 
as not to also get tangled up in the 
mess. 

There was a long wait again until 
the next riders came flying into the 
pits. Open Amateur #424 led this 
group with desert-wise Terry Clark on 
his Husky next in. 

Amateur Smith, Schell and Richard 
Zajic (250cc) were next followed by Ed 
Zarp and Miller, on his way to notify 
Park's pits of Kem’s injury. ; 

Following Miller in were Heavy- 
weights Howard McCasland and 
Bruce Jones. Thomas, in the 12th 
overall spot, had taken over the C class 
lead. First 250cc Amateur machine 
was straddled by Lloyd Britt. 

First Vet Richard Jackson (250cc) 
was only a breath ahead of the first 
Senior, C bike pilot Gary Charters. 

Charters pulled into the pits, and 
after getting gas, started to pull back 
out, but suddenly his body, from the 
waist down was engulfed in flames, 
along with his bike. He backed off the 
bike and hit the ground. With the help 
of the pit crew, the flames were put 
out on both man and machine before 
any real damage could occur. After a 
few moments he remounted his motor- 
ized stead and headed out onto the 
second loop. 














First Veteran Amateur in the for gas 
was #V4. Scott Anderson was the first 
Amateur C rider, while Trudy Beck 
once again led the gals, with Trail 
Expert Bill Mattox directly behind 
her. First Amateur Trailbike, piloted 
by Bobby Charters, was another two 
bikes back. 


First Amateur Senior was Lawrence 
Micholson (Open) with first 250cc 
Amateur Senior Phil Hendry right 
behind. 

The first Novice, Thomas Willis 
had a nice lead. Senior Peter Kapko 
(250cc) was second with #480 (Heavy- 
weight) third, followed by two 250c 
piloted by Roy Norris (Nov) and 
Murray Kapko. First Novice Veteran 
was #V 104 with Veteran #V20 pushing 
him hard. Ross Termin, Jr. was the 
first Novice C pilot. 

Bobby Charters took a handlebar in 
his chest only a couple of miles from 
the finish, ending his ride for the day 
with cracked ribs and a trip to the 
hospital. 

Past the checkered it was Balentine 
coming down the chute first.

Bill Mattox was first Trail Expert and 
Duane Summers took the Amateur 
Trail honors. 

First Novice honors were earned by 
Thomas Willis (Open) followed by 
Geoffrey Niles (250cc), Rod Hawkins 
(Open) and Murray Kapco (250).

Ascot HM Opener

If Friday night’s opener was a 
promise of the next few weeks at 
Ascot, it’ll be a short but very 
sweet season of flat track racing. 


The Park has fresh paint and new 
lights, making the turns look a lot 
brighter. So, in the first Expert heat 
Wayne Rainey missed breaking the 
five lap record by a heartbeat and 
turned in the fastest opening night 
Expert heat ever in 1:55.14. 


Ricky Graham set the fastest Expert 
time with 22.96, showing the track 
wasn't too swift and he and Rainey hit 
turn one first in the first Expert heat 
side by side. Wayne had the edge and 
moved into the lead. Graham couldn't 
get him but Steve Monger moved by 
Brian Thompson and Mike Minnig to 
take third. 


Dave Busby found himself the 
middle of a sandwich going through 
turn two as Tom Berry and Bobby 
Sanders passed him high and low on 
the start of heat two. But as the pack 
sorted out it was a much missed rider 
in the lead — Ted Davidson is back 
after a two year layoff. He’s lost none 
of his promise, fire and speed during 
his “retirement” and won the heat over 
Berry, Sanders and Mike Inderbitzen. 

In the semi, Minnig was away first, 
but as they emerged onto the back 
straight, John Wincewicz was by him 
and by the end of lap one so were 
Inderbitzen and Brian Thompson. 
Dennis Fitze hung on to the final trans- 
fer spot over Busby. 


It was an all Harley lineup for both 
the main and the trophy dash. The 
dash consisted of Graham, Davidson, 
Rainey and Berry, with Graham and 
Davidson getting off side by side. 
Graham chose his line carefully and 
took over the lead. Davidson didn’t let 
off the pace the whole three laps but it 
was Graham who won the custom 
KRW helmet presented by Chuck 
Palmgren and a trophy girl by the 
name of Boom Boom. 


Off went Rainey with Berry right 
with him on the start of the main and 
they shook down into a line of Rainey, 
Wincewicz, Berry, and Davidson. It 
wasn't long before Davidson was run- 
ning second chasing the fleet Rainey, 
then Wincewicz and Graham. 

Graham was soon up on Davidson's 
rear wheel and the race was on. Berry 
left the chase in the south turn for a 


26 while, his hand signaling bike prob- 





lems which put him all the way back a 
lap before he got the bike running 
again. 

Meanwhile Davidson, Rainey and 
Graham were shuffling around first 
place and as they caught up full bore 
to the lapped Berry, he fell right in the 
fray as if he wasn't a lap down, falling 
into “second” spot right behind David- 
son and just ahead of Graham, and 
there he stayed for a while regardless 
of blue move-over flags from the starter. 


Finally Graham pulled away in first, 
then Rainey passed Davidson for the 
last time and got second firmly in 
hand and John Wincewicz got around 
Berry for the fourth. It was a neat 
main event, and on checking with the 
referee afterwards he obviously hadn't 
decided yet if he was going to say any- 
thing to Berry for failure to yield or 
not. The fine could be nasty if im- 
posed, but you couldn't say Berry was 
getting in anyone's way; he was as fast 
as they all were and boy, did the stands 
love it! It was a race that was only just 
over a second off the 15-lap record so 
we're going to see things happen this 
year that’s for sure. Next week, Alex 
Jorgensen will be down with his new 
Harley-Davidson, now that he and the 
legendary Ron Wood Norton proved 
they are the measure of anything run- 
ning. 

It sounded like the ghosts of the old 
BSA Wrecking Crew in the Junior 
heats as so many of them are on 500cc 
singles this year. Fastest Junior time 
trialer Danny Perkins (23.20) won the 
‘first and fastest heat on his Harley over 
Steve Oort (H-D) and Eddie San 
Roman (Yam) while fourth was Ray 
Dugan on a 500cc Honda. 

Jim Filice, fresh from two Houston 
wins and the Novice Daytona road 
race led the way into turns 1-2 on the 
start of the second heat aboard a 500cc 
Yamaha, and the race was on between 
him, Steve Polson (Yam) and Ron 
Yamamoto (500cc Yam). In the melee 
Polson managed to whack into Filice’s 
rear wheel hard although neither rider 
went down. Later, when Filice left the 
door open, Yamamoto slipped into the 
lead. Ah those Juniors! 

The whole heat three herd went 
through the south turn bunched to- 
gether but somehow they all survived 
with Rich Arnaiz (H-D) leading, then 
Jeff Allison (Yam), Ben Zakarian (H- 
D) and Matt James (Tri). Coming up 
hard was Dennis Camp while Allison 
seemed to be all over the race track. 
Arnaiz went wide with Zakarian almost 
taking over first in the process but 
Camp just steamed by them, and the 
race ended with Camp first, then 
Zakarian, Arnaiz and Roger Cunning- 
ham. . 

Cunningham and Ray Dugan tangled 
and went down on the start of the semi, 
and the evening's excellent starter, 
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Jön Nelson, the AME 125cc Pro winner, leads runner-up Chip Chapman. 


Rick Hutchins, went on another sprint 
up the front straight, red flag in hand 
to meet the riders exiting turn four. It’s 
been a while since we've seen as able a 
starter as Hutchins both in controlling 
nervous riders and getting races stopped 
quickly — a tip of the helmet to him. 

San Roman took the lead as they left 
the line again but was to fade behind 
the onsalught of Arnaiz, Polson and 
Allison before retiring with mechanical 
woes, Arnaiz finally put a little space 
between himself and the other two, 
who were taking turns holding down 
second. Polson took it at the flag by an 
inch. In fourth was Wyatt Scroggins 
(500cc Hon) over first alternate Derek 
Land (H-D). 

Yamamoto led off the line in the 
main with Zakarian quickly taking 
over, then Arnaiz, Camp and Allison 
all in a gaggle. Zakarian was flying, 
leading lap after lap; Allison was start- 
ing to look wild again and Arnaiz 
caught up to Zakarian to do some lead 
swapping. 

Yamamoto fell off on the back 
straight, losing his chance for the eve- 
ning. But for his first time at Ascot, 
the Spokane, WA, rider showed the 
locals a thing or two, and after re- 
mounting even finished the race. 

Arnaiz was now leader but all of a 
sudden up flew Danny Perkins. He 
and Camp went at it for second for a 
while with Danny taking it over. He 
then went for Arnaiz, and when Rich 
went a bit too wide, Danny took full 
advantage of it and went on to win. 

Mearl Bennett, an early Novice 
main challenger was first to pit in the 
“new kids” race, leaving Tommy 
Walton with the lead firmly in hand 
ahead of Mike Hale and Dave Boyles. 
But coming up fast was Walton's 
buddy from the D-37 scrambles wars, 
Chris Cannon who eventually slid into 
second behind Walton. Jeff Johnson 
ended up third with Russ Klatt fourth. 
The Novice class is not going to be a 
northern California runaway this year. 
SoCal has a fresh crop of fast 16-year- 
olds all primed and ready.

A stiff breeze, hot competition 
and stout hearts made up the 
third round in the California 
Racing Club’s Budweiser/Yamaha 


Series, culminating at Indian Dunes in 
the annual Dunestown Race. 

The 125cc Pros took all of Saddle- 
back by storm with a brilliant piece of 
racing. Bruce McDougal (Hon) charged 
off the line at the start of the first moto 
in command, only to find heavy traffic 
from the rear and Bob Kline, blasting 
away in second on his Kal-Gard Honda.

The second time around, Campbell 
once more led the way leaving a battle 
between Healey and Brown for second. 
Brown finally broke away and went 
after Campbell but was held back in 
second. When the checkered flag waved 
them home, Campbell led the way 
across the line for top honors, second 
overall went to Brown and third to 
Bobby Moore for a 4-3 ride.

“I’m kinda sick. I hope I can 
make it to the finish,” said Kawa- 
saki test rider Goat Breker before 
winning the second Open Pro 
moto and clinching the overall. Even 
though bothered by a flu bag, Breker 
was having a great day as he backed 
up his Open victory with the overall win 
in the 250cc Pro class. The only rider 
to beat Breker all day was Yamaha’s 
Tim Lunde who held on to win the 
first 250cc race by inches. 

The 125cc Pro action was a bit tight- 
er as Honda rider Bob Blose, Yamaha- 
mounted Doug Dubach and Suzuki 
ace Bob Elliott mixed it up for two 
motos while Elliott coming out on top. 

Breker powered into the lead as the 
Open Pros charged up the starting hill 
for moto one. Behind Breker came 
Yamaha rider Pete Snorteland, Maico- 
mounted Steve Rhyan and Robert 
Marino on a Yamaha. Breker held the 
lead until lap three when he slipped 
off line and let Snorteland and Rhyan 
past. 

With Snorteland having his hands 
full with Rhyan and Breker out front, 
Jim Riggle moved his Yamaha up to

pass Marino and move into fourth. 
Riggle kept fourth spot for several laps 
before fading back as Gary Jones put 
his Ammex into overdrive and charged 
in behind Breker in third. With the 
moto nearing the end, Breker slipped 
past Rhyan and set his sights on 
Snorteland, catching and passing the 
leader on the final lap. 

Canadian rider Zoli Berenyi wheelied 
his Yamaha into the front spot as moto 
two began. Snorteland put his DG- 
sponsored YZ into second ahead of 
Riggle and Breker. Zerenyi had the 
afterburners kicked on as he blasted 
his way around the tricky International 
course and held off charges from 
Snorteland. Suddenly on lap six Berenyi 
bobbled and Snorteland was past in a 
flash with Breker close behind. 

This time Breker didn’t wait until 
the last lap to take over the lead as he 
found a way around Snorteland at the 
halfway point and never let go of the 
front running position. Following 
Breker across the finish was Snorteland, 
Riggle and Jones and that’s the way 
the overall order stacked up. 

Breker had his hands full battling 
with Yamaha riders Tim Lunde and 
Mike Tripes, and Suzuki’s Bob Elliott 
in the 250cc Pro race. The top four 
riders were very close for most of both 
motos with Lunde holding off Breker 
at the finish line in race one as Tripes 
and Elliott followed. 

Moto two was Breker’s all the way as 
Lunde, Tripes and Elliott argued over 
the runner-up slot. At the checkers it 
was Breker a tired first as Tripes held 
off Lunde to finish second for the 











moto and third for the day. Lunde set- 
tled for second overall and Elliott was 
fourth. 

Elliott got his revenge in the 125cc 
Pro class, wicking his RM to second 
and first place finishes and the overall 
victory.: Making Elliott work for his 
money were second place Doug Dubach, 
riding a Yamaha and finishing with a 
1-3 score, and Bob Blose who rode his 
Honda to third overall. 

Tough Amateur action was 
provided by the Open Intermediates 
with several riders in contention for 
the win through most of both motos. 
When the dust finally settled, Fulton 
Tidwell slid his big Maico in for third 
overall. Second place went to Yamaha 
rider Blayne Smith and the spoils of 
victory went to overall winner Brian 
Ellis, riding a mighty Maico. 

The Mini Expert race was less a 
contest than an ambush as Suzuki 
R&D rider Rick Hemme fired both 
barrels of his RM 80 and disappeared 
in the distance. Hemme put on some 
dazzling displays of berm-blasting and 
crossed-up jumping as he opened up 
huge leads on his competitors in both 
motos. Pushing hard to finish second 
was Yamaha rider Karry Brooks and 
third place went to Taylor Martell on 
a Kawasaki.

The battle for the lead was getting 
tight when Serrano fell on a set of 
double jumps, giving Drey the lead 
back, but, not for long as Gary pushed 
his Husky into first on the next lap. 
Richardson left the track with appar- 
ent bike problems, moving Hayes up 
to third. Serrano recovered in fourth. 
Crawford had moved into the action 
now in fifth with Jones in sixth. Craw-

The second set of motos were cut 
short because of a delay caused when 
the ambulance had to leave with an 
injured spectator. The desert wind 
had also picked up momentum during 
the day and was making the track dry 
and extremely hard to ride. Hayes 
pulled the holeshot in the second moto 
with Gary Dircks, Steve Yarborough 
(Yam), and Drey Dircks all in hot 
pursuit. Going through the tight S 
turns Hayes fell and took both Dircks 
down with him. Yarborough managed 
to miss the pile-up, coming out in the 
lead with Howard Dendy (C-A) push- 
ing into second followed by Serrano, 
Crawford and Richardson. Dendy fell 
in front of the tower, consequently 
moving everyone up a position. 

Serrano lost no time closing up the 
distance between himself and Yar- 
borough and by lap four was in the 
lead. Crawford followed him through 
into second. The battle was on for first 
as Serrano and Crawford passed back 
and forth three or four times on the 
next two laps. It was Serrano, however, 
who took the lead with one lap to go 
and held it to the flag.

Berluti bags wins 
at SHR MX

Sand Hill Ranch was at its finest 
today and 250 riders romped 
happily through their motos with 
no complaints about the weather 
or the track. The brillliant sunshine 
and vivid blue sky mimicked summer 
perfectly, but the temperature stayed 
on the chilly side all day. The water 
trucks could reach the entire track and 
a single half-time watering was suf- 
ficiently effective. The fact is, a little 
dust was almost a welcome sight after 
months of mandatory mud. 

David Wetherbee (Hon) grabbed the 
holeshot in the first moto of the 125cc 
Experts, but very soon Mike Preston 
(Yam) was leading. Dana Waxham 
(Yam) moved up from a late start and 
into the second spot by lap three and 
made it a race with Preston who had 
opened out a comfortable lead before 
Waxham entered the picture. Mean- 
while Wetherbee, Spoof Pena (Suz) 
and Bill Johnson (Yam) battled for 
third place. Johnson claimed it in the 
end. 

The second moto began with John- 
son in front initially but before the lap 
was over Preston and Waxham were 
again running a close one-two, looking 
like twins on their Foxed-out Yamahas. 
Preston killed his engine in a tight left 
hand turn and Waxham flashed into 
the lead midway into the race. With 
his engine missing badly, he managed 
to hold onto the lead until the white 
flag was out, but on the last lap Preston 
reclaimed the front position. Johnson 
and Pena contested third and Johnson 
again got it. 

Robert Congdon (Mai) was the hole- 
shot expert of the Open Experts, being 
first out in both motos, but his lead was 
short-lived each time. In the first moto 
Joey Schlag (KTM) took over for a 
couple of laps before leaving the race 
and the lead went to Allen Berluti 
(Mai). Dave Woodall (Mai) was a strong 
second all the way with Congdon finish- 
ing third. 

In the second moto, Berluti claimed 
the lead from Congdon during the first 
lap and during the second Schlag 
pulled in behind him to do battle for 
the lead. Berluti retained it throughout. 
George McNamara who had been third 
at the start came in third at the finish 
as well. 

Rodney Smith (Yam) took off in 


front of the 250cc Experts in the first 
moto and held his position for three 
and a half laps despite the assault of 
both Berluti and Schlag just behind 
him. All three of them piled up to- 
gether at the top of the hill and a new 
leader, McNamara (Yam) led down 
the hill. Schlag and Berluti were quick- 
ly up and off to continue their battle 
for the win. Smith was less lucky — he 
remounted back in sixth. Schlag was 
first across the finish line. 

Ron Combs led it off the line in the 
second moto, but again the heavy dic- 
ing was between Schlag and Berluti. 
This time it was Berluti that finished 
first. Schlag did not finish at all, the 
victim of an apparently seized engine. 
McNamara was second, Smith third. 

The first moto of the combined 
250cc/Open Juniors was led off by 
Norman Kramer (Hon) with Jerry 
Brandt (Kaw) a close second. Brandt 
crashed early in the lap, remounted 
behind the pack and was only able to 
work up about halfway toward the 
front. The lead was taken by Craig 
Christian (Yam) with Frank Risner 
(Hon) in second. Kramer settled for 
third. 

Brandt made no mistakes in the 
second moto, leading from first to last. 
Christian and Risner lined up behind 
him to claim the first and second 
overalls. Brandt's first moto sixth com- 
bined with his second moto win to give 
him third overall. 

Scott Yarbrough (Suz) dominated 
the 125cc Juniors. He didn’t take the 
holeshot in either moto — John Framp- 
ton (Yam) had it in moto one and 
Randy Denton (Yam) in moto two — 
but Yarbrough was clearly the winner. 
Denton posed a serious challenge to 
Yarbrough, but had to settle for 
second in both motos, Third belonged 
to Berkeley White (Suz) in the first 
moto, but the bid for third was a three- 
way battle between White, Vernon 
Forsyth (C-A) and John McCapes (Suz) 
in moto two. The battle was carried all 
the way to the checkered flag with 
Forsyth taking the honors which earned 
him third overall as well. 

Rob Harmon (Suz) took the holeshot 
and the win in the first moto of the 
125cc Novice Division One. Darryl 
Anthony (Suz) was second. In moto 
two they switched — Anthony had the 
holeshot and the win, Harmon was 
second. 

Randy Cawale (Yam) had the 
holeshot in both motos of the 125cc 
Novice Division Two. In the first moto 
he lost his lead almost immediately to 
Kevin Bixby (Yam) who followed him 
off the line and soon pulled out a very 
secure lead. Second place was in some 
doubt throughout the moto but on the 
white flag lap Jim Beintker (Yam) 
managed to claim it by getting past 
Ron Schreier (Suz) who finished third. 

In the second moto Cawale held 
onto his holeshot while Bixby spent 
most of the moto recovering from a 
poor start. At the checkered flag it was 
still Cawale in first. Bixby was the 
merest fraction behind for a number 
two finish but the first overall trophy. 

Allen Wagoner (Yam) piloted his 
bike first off the line in the first moto 
of the Open Novice race. Jim Rich on 
a Dick Mann Special was soon out in 
front to stay. Leonard Walters (Yam) 
tried the holeshot in the second moto 
but was soon submerged behind Rich, 
Wagoner and Doug Whaley (Yam). 
Rich was the runaway winner in both 
motos. 

John Herold (Mai) led the Vets off 
the line in moto one but soon yielded 
to Steve Marusec (Yam) who hung on 
for the win with Herold and Bill Grigg 
(Mai) behind him. In the second moto

it was Jim Beintker (Yam) out front to 
start but soon supplanted by Marusec 
who stepped off for a while halfway 
through the race.

The Ridge Runners Motorcycle 
Club opened their sixth season 
of motocross promotions with 
Dan Turner and Phil Oveland 


joining over 400 other riders in pro- 
viding some exceptionally fine racing. 

Turner, riding Maicos in both the 
250cc and Open Expert races, led all 
four motos wire-to-wire making for a 
perfect four-for-four score, a difficult 
and seldom seen feat at the torturous 
Watsonville track. Turner's wins were 
not accomplished without some effort 
though, as he had to fight off a hard- 
charging Jerome Heiberger in three of 
the four motos. Heiberger, also riding 
Maicos, got a bad start in the first 
Open Expert moto but finished a close 
second behind Turner in the other 
Open heat and put strong pressure on 
the leader in both the 250cc Expert 
races. 

Phil Oveland got the holeshot in the 
first moto of the second 250cc Expert 











Dan Turner won every moto he entered. 
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division but quickly dropped to fourth 
place a couple of turns later. That 
didn’t discourage him in.any way and 
he came back to win the moto by a 
seven second margin. His luck was not 
as good in the second moto but Oveland 
put on a superb show of riding ability. 

Oveland was involved in a first turn 
crash and was in last place by the time 
he was able to get up and moving again. 
He began a charge which carried him 
to seventh by the fourth lap, passing 
other riders at will and running lap 
times faster than the leader as he 
fought his way through traffic. On lap 
five Oveland was in fourth place, 11 
seconds behind third-place rider Jon 
Keller (Hon) who was running close to 
the two leaders. In another lap Oveland 
was only six seconds behind Keller 
and, as the white flag waved, he moved 
within striking distance and began 
looking for an opportunity to pass. 

As luck would have it, Oveland hit a 
rut at the beginning of the last lap and 
went down. Still in fourth place, he 
was able to get going again but had 
dropped quite a ways behind the lead- 
ers. With only half a lap to go Oveland 
was on the move and things just seemed 
to go his way. Second place rider Bill 
Leonheart crashed out in the back sec- 
tion and then Keller lost a chain, mov- 
ing Oveland into second place. 


Oveland’s win and second place fin- 
ish gave him the overall. It will have to 
be left to speculation as to whether or 
not he could have caught second-moto 
leader Craig Wessel (Yam) if he hadn’t 
crashed on the last lap. Wessel rode a 
good race, leading wire-to-wire and if 
he had known Oveland was charging 
up from behind he may have been able 
to go even faster. It would have been 
an interesting match. 

Its always neat to see the Ridge 











Runners’ track before the first race of 
the season. After only four months of 
recovery time it is hard to tell where 
any motorcycles have been. Some of 
the ruttiest, bumpiest sections of the 
course are so grown over with tall grass 
it would bring tears of joy to a Sierra 
Clubber’s eyes. 

In other racing action, spectators 
witnessed a good race between Paul 
Duchscher (Yam) and Greg Penning- 
ton (Suz) in both motos of the 125cc 
Novice II class. The results sheets show 
Duchscher leading the entire length of 
both motos with Pennington holding 
down a consistent second place. What 
the sheets don’t show, however, is how 
close the racing really was. It’s true 
that Duchscher led all the way but 
Pennington was right in there in both 
motos, able to stay right on Duchscher'’s 
tail but unable to find that little extra 
to slip by. 

250cc Junior class rider Jeff Nichols 
(Yam) didn’t have any problems with 
other racers though, as he ran away 
with both motos, winning the second 
by over 20 seconds. 


Racing action continues at the Wat- 
sonville track on April 20 when the 
Ridge Runners host their second of 
seven races to be held this year. If you 
want to see the best riders on the best 
track, be there.

Assemblymen respond 

to AB 2914, Desert Plan 

runs afoul 

We have heard some encourag- 
ing news from some riders who 
have called their legislators to let 
them know to vote against AB 


2914. One rider told Deepthroat that he 
called his assemblyman, Ross Johnson 
of Orange County. It was 7:30 at night 
and the rider couldn’t get an answer at 
the lawmaker’s district office, so he 
decided to call Sacramento. Lo and 
behold, who should answer the phone, 
but the assemblyman himself. When it 
was explained to Assemblyman 
Johnson that this bill would take away 
the off-road vehicle fund, the 
Assemblyman agreed that it was a very 
bad bill and he would work to defeat 
it. He sounds like our kind of legislator, 
particularly in view of the fact that he 
can still be found working at his desk 
long after the other state workers have 
gone home. 

Other calls from riders have not 
been as productive. One rider from 
the Sacramento area has been trying 
to get an answer from his assembly- 
man, but so far he has been unsuccess- 
ful. This rider has tried on several 
occasions to contact Assemblyman 
Leroy Greene, but Greene is too busy 
to discuss the matter. Apparently he 
doesn’t think we riders vote. Maybe 
others in the Sixth Assembly District 
might want to call Leroy and ask him 
if he will help defeat AB 2914. Leroy’s 
district includes much of Sacramento.

A lot of us are on the fence 
about this “Sagebrush Rebellion,” 
because we realize the fuzzy-minded 
programs of federal bureaucrats are 
far less injurious to public land users 
than the cunning schemes of local 
political puppets controlled by greedy 
land developers; however, if you 
continue to propose plans to get rid of 
us, we may be obliged in self-defense 
to support state control.

His capitol phone is 916/445-7807 and 
his district phone is 916/481-6540. 

We will continue to report on the 
progress of this anti-motorcycle bill. 
The bill, in case some of you haven't 
called or written your state legislator 
yet, is Assembly Bill 2914 by 
Assemblyman Mike Gage. Very simply 
the bill, if passed, would take away all 
of the money in our off-highway 
vehicle fund and transfer it to the 
state’s general fund. This in effect will 
end the off-highway program in Calif- 
ornia and take all the money which 
we have donated in the form of regis- 
trations, etc. and use it for other non- 
motorcycle related purposes. If you 
haven't done so yet, please call or write 
your state assemblyman or state 
senator and ask him to do everything 
in his power to make sure that this bill 
never gets off the ground. 

In trying to keep abreast of the 
BLM'’s proceedings on the Desert 
Wilderness Study, Deepthroat con- 
tacted a few Sacramento people who 
are close to government. Some sur- 
prising revelations came of these con- 
tacts. For instance, the BLM may be 
setting themselves up for lawsuits by 
more than just recreation interests who 
are being ignored in the Desert Plan- 
ning process. It seems that the BLM’s 
proposals may preclude much of the 
electrical energy planning which is 
being done in California. The Energy 
Commission, which is trying to outlaw 
nuclear power in California, has estab- 
lished a policy which favors the devel- 
opment of geothermal, wind, and 
solar energy. Most of the sites to 
develop these energy forms wil occur 
on the desert. Only trouble is, the 
BLM doesn’t leave enough room for 
these developments in their plans. 
Even worse, geothermal, wind, and 
solar all need transmission lines to 
bring the power to the people. Trans- 
mission lines and wilderness of course 
are not compatable, so somewhere, 
someone is going to have to give. 
According to a quote at an Energy 
Commission hearing last week, a state 
energy expert speaking of the BLM 
said, “they know practically nothing 
about wind resources.” We agree. 
They also know practically nothing 
about motorcycle riding, management 
of public lands, and other things they 
should know about. It seems they are 
only adept at one thing, persecuting 
individuals who have the guts to’ stand 
up to their exercise of dictatorial 
powers, such as the Duck. At least this 
time it looks like they have finally gone 
too far....even the- environmentalists 
at the State Energy Commission are 
complaining. 

Just before presstime, we heard 
from the Sacramento rider who has 
been trying to get a position from 
Assemblyman Leroy Greene. Greene 
finally called him and said we don’t 
have to worry too much about AB 
2914 because another part of the bill 
affects a special fund which is 
important to college professors. It 
seems that he feels we are a small 
minority but a large group like the

‘Team Suzukicon 
charge at Saddleb

Team Suzuki continued to roll over the opposi- 
tion with wins in both the 125 and 250cc seg- 
ments of the Coors/Yamaha National Cham- 
pionship Motocross races at Saddleback Park. 





Former minicycle champ Brian 
Myerscough won both 125cc 
motos by a clear-cut margin 
while teammate Kent Howerton 


came from back in the pack to win the 
first 250cc moto, then finished two 
lengths behind Yamaha's Marty Tripes 
in the second race. 

Surprisingly, Howerton said he didn’t 
care too much for the track which used 
parts of different Saddleback motocross 
tracks, including the infamous Banzai 
Hill. “There's nothing really tricky 
about it,” he said, “There’s just a lot of 
jumps. It seems like a big stadium 
track. The only thing that’s natural is 
the hills.” 

Myerscough, originally from south- 
ern California, said he didn’t mind the 
track. “I’m used to it; I’ve ridden here 
a lot,” were his comments after winning. 


Preliminaries 


The first 125cc qualifier saw Chappy 
Blose on the factory Kawasaki water- 





pumper in front wire-to-wire as he did 
the previous week at Hangtown. Yama- 
ha's Donnie Cantaloupi got second. 

Suzuki support rider Scott Burn- 
worth got the jump on qualifier number 
two. He led for two laps before being 
displaced by Kawasaki teamster Jeff 
Ward with Yamaha-mounted Rick 
Maki a fairly close third. 

The consolation event went to LOP 
Yamaha rider Mark Gregson followed 
by Phillip Larson on a Hi Point Racing- 
sponsored Yamaha. 

Another LOP rider, Mark Lawrence, 
took the first 250cc qualifier. Team- 
mate Kippy Pierce made it on LOP 
one-two with his second: place finish. 


Local favorite Scott Gillman on a 
Yamaha won the second qualifier with 
another Saddleback regular, Tony 
Wanket on a Moto-X Fox-sponsored 
Yamaha, a close second. 

Derek Wedding, aboard an Anaheim

After a false start with a few riders 
jumping the gate, the one-two-fives 
screamed up the long start hill. As 
they hurtled off Banzai Hill, Broc 
Glover pushed his factory Yamaha to 
the head of a tightly-bunched pack 
with Myerscough right behind. 

As they came to the sharp, slow 
downhill turn after the backstraight, 
though, Myerscough got a wheel past 
Glover and went into the lead, not to 
be headed again. 

Burnworth, Hangtown winner Mark 
Barnett and Ward flashed by next at 
the end of lap one. 

Barnett went by Burnworth the next 
time around with Ward following suit 
on lap three. Burnworth evéntually 
finished llth. Blose pushed his way 
into the top five a few laps later. 

Positions remained unchanged until 
midway through the moto. Ward got 
his second wind and -moved in on 
Barnett. He couldn't find a way by 
him until lap 16, though, when he saw 
an opening on the Webco Hill and 
zapped Barnett. 

Glover had drifted back in the mean- 
time and was now within Ward’s range. 
He bobbled a couple of times to close 
things up in a battle for second. 

With only a few laps to go, Glover 
got a bit bogged down in the last turn. 
That was all it took and in a flash, 
Ward zipped by with Barnett in tow. 


They started to spread out a little 
after that, making it appear as though 
the finishing order was decided. It 
wasn't. 


On the last lap, Ward went down, 
both Barnett and Glover going by be- 
fore he could climb back on the bike. 
Ward explained later that, “I knew 
Barnett had that last lap charge so I 
didn’t slow down. I went into that cor- 
ner and it started swapping and spit 
me off.” 


Myerscough took the checkered, 
shook his fist in the air and looked back, 
but Barnett and Glover were not yet in 
sight. 

Ward, disgusted with himself, cruised 
in fourth while some 40 seconds back 
came Blose followed closely by Johnny 
O'Mara on the watercooled Mugen. 

Honda’s Ron Sun and Rich Coon, 
Cantaloupi and Moto-X Fox Yamaha 
rider Jim Holley rounded out the top 
10. 

The start of the second moto seemed 
to be a repeat of the first with Glover 
again taking the early lead, Myers- 
cough to his immediate rear. 

It was Myerscough’s day, however, 
and he passed Glover in the back sec- 
tion of the track on lap two, eventually 
winning by some 25 seconds. 

Barnett laid back in third until lap 
nine when he followed his teammate’s 
precedent and forced Glover to accept 
third. 

From that point, positions stayed 
relatively the same, though Ward did

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move up from sixth on the opening lap 
to pass Coon for fourth on lap 10 and 
finish about 40 seconds behind Glover. 

Filling out the first 10 were Blose, 
Moto-X Fox Honda pilot Tommy 
Benolkin, Cantaloupi, LOP’s David 
Taylor and O'Mara. 


250cc National 

The first quarter-liter charge to the 
top of Banzai Hill and back down was 
led by Honda teammates Donnie Han- 
sen and Steve Wise. LOP’s Mark Law- 
rence, Husky’s Mike Guerra and pri- 
vateer Yamaha rider Scott Gillman filed 
in behind the two Pro-Links. 

Howerton was well back in the pack. 
“The clutch was slipping and it 
wouldn't take off until the plates got 
hot enough to engage,” related the 
Rhinestone Cowboy after the race. 
Also suffering poor starts were Yamaha 
teamsters Mike Bell and Marty Tripes. 

By the third lap, Hansen and Wise 
had pulled a little breathing room on 
Lawrence. Howerton, 12th on the sec- 
ond lap, was up to eighth, and Bell 
occupied the 10th slot. Tripes was 
further back after his front wheel 
caught a rut, which pitched him off to 
the side of the bike where he ran with 
it until it came to a stop. 


Hansen, who rode the Brian Lunnis- 
tuned water-cooled machine, found 
himself alone out front when Wise 
pulled off on the fifth lap, unhappy 
with the front end of his machine. 

On the seventh lap Howerton joined 
a skirmish over second that was being 
fought by Lawrence, Gillman, LOP’s 
Kippy Pierce and Kawasaki’s Warren 
Reid. One lap later, Howerton was in 
second but still had a long way to go to 
catch Hansen. 





Reid joined Howerton in pursuit of 
Hansen as they chipped away a few 
seconds a lap. Finally, five laps from 
the finish, Howerton took the lead. A 
lap later and Reid was pressuring 
Hansen, but a lapped rider got out of 
control on the back section’s double 
jump and Reid landed on the bike and 
went down himself. Bell, who'd been a 
ways behind in fourth, got by and 
Reid started just in front of Tripes, 
who had worked his way back up to 
the front. 


Howerton cruised in to finish first, 
but Hansen's troubles weren't quite 
over, He wasn't aware that Bell had 
closed up very hard, and in the last 
section of the last lap, Bell got by for 
second. Reid and Tripes traded fourth 
place a couple of times, with Reid 
getting the nod at the end. Gillman 
finished sixth, followed by Lawrence, 
Guerra, Pierce and Tony Wanket 
(Moto-X Fox Yam). 


Between motos, and through most 
of the second moto, Donnie Hansen 
got very sick, slowing his pace to an 
eventual 20th place finish in the final 
race. 

No clutch troubles bothered Hower- 
ton in the second moto and he took the 
lead ahead of a scrapping pack com- 
posed of Reid, Tripes and Tony 
Wanket. 

The second lap found Tripes in sec- 
ond and closing on Howerton. Reid 
held third ahead of Suzuki’s Darrell 
Shultz, whose engine “went kapoo” in 
the first moto. 

Hansen had been among the early 
front-runners, but by the third lap was 
at the rear of the pack and running 
slowly. Also the apparent victim of mis- 
fortune was Scott Gillman, who came

around slowly, holding a possibly- 
injured hand. 


Meanwhile on the third lap, Tripes 
got past Howerton for the lead and 
Bell and Wise moved up to pressure 
the fourth-place Shultz. 

In seventh, PDQ’s Jimmy Ellis, who 
suffered from a bad ignition in the 
first round, led Lawrence, Tony 
Wanket, KTM’s Boo Stichter and 
Tony's brother Pete Wanket, also 
riding a Fox Yamaha. 

While the top three continued in 
order, opening up about four to five 
seconds between themselves, the battle 
for fourth continued as Shultz, Bell 
and Wise traded positions back and 
forth. At the midway point though, 
Shultz, bothered by a recent wrist in- 
jury, decided to pace himself and let 
the others go. 

As the race wore down to the final 
laps, Tripes was getting tired and How- 
erton was getting closer, Although 
confused about how long there was to 
go in the race after he missed the two- 
laps-to-go board (hidden behind the 
flagman’s blue flag) Howerton got 
close enough to Tripes to read the fine 
print on the Yamaha's rear fender. 
The Typhoon kept his guard up, 
however, and finished with a two bike- 
length lead, taking second overall be- 
hind Howerton and ahead of Bell. 

Reid took the flag in third ahead of 
Bell, who had made up a lot of ground 
in the final laps. Shultz got back 
around Wise, also hampered by injury 
and lack of training, to finish fifth. 


Euro Cycles Maico rider Eric 
McKenna also did some moving up in 
the late laps, passing Ellis for seventh. 
Guerra finished ninth to claim fifth 
overall, while Pete Wanket finished 


10th in the moto. Tony Wanket finished 
12th, good for seventh in the overall 
standings behind Donnie Hansen. 

Mark Lawrence had been on his way 
to a second moto placing in the top 1) 
that would have given him good over- 
all position, but the transmission in his 
Yamaha locked up solid. 

Finishing eighth through 10th in the 
final standings were Dave Hollis, 
McKenna and Shultz.

AGO 


The big happening 10 years ago was 
the AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship Series road race at Kent, WA, 
where Ron Grant took his 500cc two- 
stroke twin Suzuki to the win, averag- 
ing 90 mph in the wet 125-mile event. 
Second went to Yvon DuHamel’s 
350cc Yamaha, while Gary Nixon 
took third on a 750cc Triumph triple. 


In the 100-mile Lightweight event, 
Cal Rayborn pulled off the win in his 
350cc Harley-Davidson, putting a halt 
to Yamaha's five and a half year domi- 
nation of the class. Rules in 1970 held 
two-stroke twins to 250cc in Light- 
weight racing, while allowing other 
types of engines up to 360cc. Yamahas 
finished second through fourth, ridden 
by Nixon, Don Emde and DuHamel. 


Over 700 riders entered the Sunland 
Shamrocks’ “farewell” enduro; the 
farewell being given to the event's lo- 
cation, Jawbone Canyon. The course, 
laid out by Shamrocks. Bob Steffan, 
Tom Center and Dick Eddy, featured 
such notable landmarks as the “Butter- 
ball Downhill.” 


At an ACA road race at Willow Springs, 
Don Vesco took the 350cc GP class over 

"om White, while Wade Killon topped 
Tony Murphy in the 500cc GP clash. 


Ascot's AMA Pro TT season opened to 
a 1-2 Harley punch as Mark Brelsford 
and Mert Lawwill led the way. Law- 
will edged Skip Van Leeuwen’s Tri- 
umph for second in the last few feet of 
the last lap. John Hateley (Tri) took 
the Amateur (now Junior) class honors, 
and Gary Scott rode a Bultaco to the 
Novice win. 


The dominant figure in southern Cali- 
fornia motocross at the time was 
Greeves-mounted Jim Wilson, who 
took the 250 and 500cc classes at a 
Palmdale, CA qualifier for the up- 
coming East-West Challenge Series 
that would pit east/west teams in races 
at Pepperell in Massachusetts and 
Baymare in California. In the Palmdale 
event, Wilson earned a Sachs for his 
six-for-six moto performance. Montesa- 
mounted Tim Hart finished second to 
Wilson in the 250cc race, while John 
Rice (Mai) was runner-up in the 500s. 


The Dirt Diggers North M.C. hosted 
the Hangtown motocross Classic at Ply- 
mouth International Raceway, and Bob 
Grossi (Hus) did a number on the 
500cc Expert class. Hans Hansen 
(Hus) topped Mike Runyard (Mon) in 
the 250cc Experts, and Penton-mounted 
Lars Larsson took the 125cc Expert 
class. 


Modesto M.C. hosted a scrambles in 
northern California, and in the big- 
bore class, according to Bill Spencer’s 
report, “Young Kenny Roberts got by 
Ray Huff on the third lap and rode 


his Montesa into the winner's circle.” 


It was announced that mile track great 
George Roeder would be coming out 
of a two-year retirement and attempt- 
ing a comeback on a Harley-Davidson

sk Patrick Pons which 
pleased him more, win- 

ning the Formula 750 World 
Championship title last year, or 
his Daytona 200 win, and the quiet 
Frenchman would find it hard to give 
you an answer. 


Financially the title is perhaps 
more important of the two. Road 
racing in France is a boom sport, 
and sponsorship is generous to those 
who are winning, or who look as if 
they might! 


But success in America’s biggest 
road race of the year, and the 
inevitable blaze of world wide 
publicity will do wonders not just for 
Pons, and his Gauloises Sonauto team, 
but for French road racing as a whole. 

Vive la France! For years the 
laughing stock of Europe, they have in 
recent years produced racers of 
tremendous ability like Pons, 
Christian Sarron, Patrick 
Fernandez, Michel Rougerie and 
Christian Estrosi. 

But until Pons did it last year they 
had never won a world title, and to be 
brutally frank few French journalists 
would have made Patrick favorite to 
be the first French road racing World 
Champion. 

His younger teammate, Christian 
Sarron was picked by Yamaha to join 
their 500cc World Championship 
team last year alongside Kenny 
Roberts and Johnny Cecotto. 

It says a great deal for Patrick's 
nature and character that far from 
being jealous of his friend and 
teammate he was enthusiastic and 
helpful in the deal. 

Sarron’s season was ruined by a 
crash at Brands Hatch during the 
British round of the Formula 750 
series. He damaged his neck and took 
a long time to recover. 

Michel Rougerie was picked by the 
Italian based Harley-Davidson Grand 
Prix team to join Walter Villa in the 
mid-seventies to ride their 250 and 
350cc machines. 

Michel restored some French pride 
by winning several GPs towards the 
end of the season, but it was always 
made clear that he was to be number 
two rider. 

Christian Estrosi has won his share 
of Formula 750 races, but sadly he has 
lost even more by crashing at a crucial 
moment. 

But when it comes to falling off a 
motorcycle then Patrick Pons is a 
clear head and shoulders leader over 
not just his fellow countrymen, who 
are past masters at the art of crashing, 
but almost everyone else in the Grand 
Prix scene. 

In his first two seasons of 
international racing Patrick managed 
to fall off an incredible 59 times, 
mainly without serious injury to

himself, though the bikes might not 
always land so well. 

With time his riding improved, but 
with caution came loss of form, and 
rarely in the past three years could 
Pons be considered a likely winner in 
any World Championship race that he 
took part in. 

It was Sarron, in the Gauloises 
Sonauto squad who took on the win or 
bust tactics. 

But lack of Grand Prix success did 
little to interfere with the loyalty and 
support that Pons enjoyed from 
French road racing enthusiasts. 

The Patrick Pons Fan Club has been 
perhaps the biggest supporters club in 
France for several years. But as you 
might expect from a man as pleasant 
as Patrick the club does more than just 
act as a PR excercise. 

The money raised by the activities of 
its members is used each year to back a 
youngster on the way up. Christian 
Sarron was one such rider. 

When Sarron finished down in third 
place in the crucial and competitive 
Coupe Kawasaki competition in 
France that is the breeding ground for 
their young talent, it was the Patrick 
Pons Fan Club that leapt in to back 
Sarron’s first international season. 

For Patrick has never had to worry 
about finding the cash to go racing. 
His parents are wealthy and though 
they were far from enthusiastic 
initially about their son’s road racing 
activities the cash to go racing was 
always there. 

Perhaps they, like many others, 
were astonished that the quiet, timid 
French teenager should even want to 
race. In those early days Patrick’s 
natural shyness was such that he even 
stuttered when talking to strangers. 

On the track, though, the Dr. Jekyll 
soon turned into a formidable Mr. 
Hyde. 

Perhaps racing was the one way he 
found to realease the forces bottled up 
inside him. Certainly his will to win 
was powerful. 

To those people who tried to calm 
him down during his early years when 
it looked as though he might seriously 
injure himself, Patrick would explain 
that the reason he rode so fast and 
furiously was that, simply, he put all 
he had into his racing. 

“I must do my best,” he would tell 
me on many occasions. 

Off-track Patrick is the owner of 
three motorcycle businesses in Paris 
catering to road going motorcyclists as 
well as racers. An accomplished skier 
Patrick uses the winter layoffs to ski. 

Well educated Patrick has always 
spoken good English, when he could 
summon up the courage to talk to the 
press. Perhaps now that he has added 
that well deserved Daytona 200 win to 
the last of the Formula 750 crowns 
Patrick will find the confidence he 
needs to move from a high speed, 
consistent racer, to one of the sport's 
top men. 

After Sunday, March 9, anything is 
possible. °

GNC Amateur National 
Championships run under the 


Dome

There comes a time each year when all of the 

sportsman motocross racers all over Texas and 

the neighboring states converge upon the Hous- 
oe ton ian ais They have prepared for this 


race for months, competing in 
qualifiers run all over the United 
States, and earning their chance 
to ride in the same stadium as 


their big professional heros did only the 
night before. The race is the Grand 
National Championship Amateur Na- 
tionals, held the Sunday following the 


two nights of Supercross action in. 


Houston, TX. 








GNC, as most competitors know it, 
is headed by the husband/wife duo of 
Jerry and Liz Surber. Together they 
run the club, work on the track, keep 
the scoring, take care of all the press, 
and try to keep all of the riders going 
smoothly. It’s a lot of work, and they 
have hired a lot of help to get their job 
done efficiently, to satisfy every rider. 
GNC people are everywhere during a 
big race. The medical crew lining the 
track inside the Astrodome was also 
amazing. Nearly 50 attendants were 
stationed to help any downed rider im- 
mediately, and flagmen were abun- 
dant as well. There weren't any major 
casualties the entire night, and not 
one rider laid out on the track without 
quick attention. 

And boy were those attendants 
busy. The track was run in much the 
same manner as the previous nights of 
racing. Only one gorge jump was filled 
in, and made into an equally difficult 
but safer stair-step obstacle, and an ess 
with two small jumps were removed 
right before riders reentered the start- 
ing straight. All of the sharp, steep 
ridges were kept from the prior race 
course, and very little grooming was 
necessary, with the exception of the 
first turn, which was made of soft loamy 
sand. Lap times were right above the 
one-minute mark, a bit slower than 
the professionals’ times, and for as 
quick as the track was, it was very safe. 
It seemed almost as if the track had 
been previously laid out for a sports- 
man, with a few tough spots incorpor- 
ated for the Pros, then detuned back 
into an Amateur circuit again. 

But still, there were a lot of riders 
going down. For the most part, the 
riders there were all new to stadium 
racing, and many of them didn’t know 
what to expect, or how to handle going 
fast over the new rough terrain. The 
end results was a number of bikes and 
bodies hurling themselves through the 
stadium all out of control, and landing 
in various spots at different times with 
a cloud of dust marking their 
touchdown site, The ambulance crew 
was busy all day transporting the 
thrashed and weary back to the pits, or 
carting the injured off to the hospital 
for examination. 

However, the overall view from the 
riders was good. The track was not that 
difficult to ride, just hard to go fast on 
if you didn’t know what you were doing. 
Riders came from as far away as Cali- 
fornia to race in the GNC Amateur 
finals as they do every year, and the 
out-of towners could be seen lining the 
pits immediately after the factories and 
top professionals emptied from the 
stadium Saturday night. By sunrise, 
there was a massive jam of trucks, pick- 
ups, vans, motorhomes, cars with trail- 
ers, bikes, and people running around 
the section of the Astrodome parking 
lot labeled as “Pits.” Somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 1300 riders were on 
hand to participate in the one-day 
extravaganza. 

The program started with practice 
bright and early Sunday morning, 
then after everybody had been run 
through, the first round of qualifiers 
was lined up. The top 10 riders from 
this race went directly to the final 
main event qualifier, while the rest 
went into qualifier number two. There 
another 10 were taken, and the win- 
ners from that group were combined 
with the first round winners and run in 
a third qualifier. The top 15 then trans- 
ferred into the main to be held later in 
the evening. The only two exceptions 
to the rule were the Teeny Minis and 
the Women’s Division. Those classes 
ran one qualifier, then went straight 
into their main events. 

In the first main event were the 0-6- 
year old Teeny Minis, all on 50cc some- 
what automatic minibikes. It was 
amazing that those bikes even made it 
around the track, let alone race with a ' 








youngster of that age twisting the throt- 
tle, but they did run their main event. 
And at the end of six laps, Crispy 
Vreeland brought his Yamaha in for 
the victory ahead of Alabama's Byron 
Clayton. Stephen Petree, Eric Culver, 
and Donna Howell rounded out the 
top five. 


Following the little 50s were the 
ladies. Houston’s own Kathy “Holeshot” 
Holman, riding for Rose-Rich Yamaha 
and JT Racing, came out on top after 
the six laps of action, defeating Peggy 
Rowan of Howard's Racing in Texas 
and Patti Summerall. Debbie Mertens 
came out from Hammond, LA, and 
took home a fourth in the main, with 
Paula Brown, another Houston resident, 
in fifth, 


Whispers Smith grabbed the early 
lead in the Mini Junior final, but as 
the race wore on, he steadily dropped 
back from his leading position. As he 
faded, Dusty Jenkins took over, with 
Danny Storbeck right at his rear fender. 
Storbeck soon took over the point, and 
held on for the win. Jenkins picked up 
second, Brandyn Ready moved into 
third, Smith held on to fourth and 
Mark Dufrene grabbed fifth. 

The eight-lap Mini Senior final saw 
Oklahoma's Derrick Latham grab the 
holeshot and put out a good lead early 
in the race, as Jaime Killion and 
Morris Troxell fought for second. 
That battle went to Killion, who then 
went out after Latham. In the closing 
half of the race, Latham was overtaken 
by Killion, and had to settle for second 
at the checkered flag. Troxwell stayed 
back in third, ahead of Mark Knowles 
and Wesley Wiggins. 


Mini Minis found Ronnie Tichenor 
too tough to beat in the final as he got 
into the lead going into the first turn, 
and spent the entire six laps pulling 
away from Jimmy Johnson, Jr. Joe Bob 
Ebers passed his way into third by the 
checkers, with Peter Thornfield and 
Dwayne Hollingsworth rounding out 
the top five positions. 


The final Mini class main event was 
the Minibike Stock event. Going into 
the event, California’s Erik Kehoe was 
the top favorite for the win, as he 
tuned up for the World Mini GP under 
the Astrodome lights. The main event 
started out with Todd Bray grabbing 
the holeshot with Kehoe in a distant 
second, Mark Knowles, Carroll Richard- 
son and Dan Newell battling for posi- 
tions in the top five. Kehoe quickly 
pulled within striking distance of Bray, 
then two laps into the race he motored 
right by. From there the lead Kehoe 
built up was outstanding, until with 
half of the race still to go, Kehoe’s 
transmission began grinding apart. 
Before he knew what was happening, 
the Yamaha mount was stuck in fourth 
gear, and Kehoe had to finish the race 
with the transmission right there. Even 
with the bad tranny, nobody even 
came close to catching him, and he 
went on to win with Bray, Knowles, 
Richardson and Newell behind. 


Kehoe also took home to California 
another trophy bigger than himself, 
the next one for his efforts in the 125cc 
Intermediate race. Within three laps 
from the start, Kehoe overtook early 
leader Kevin Jones and roosted his way 
on to another win. Jones fought with 
Von Thomas a while for second, but 
Thomas couldn’t match the speed of 
Jones and had to settle for third. 
Rodney Wiginton and Tim Butler 
rounded out the top five at the end of 
the eight laps. 


Another double-class winner came 
in the 250cc and Open Intermediates. 
Sheerwood, Arkansas’ Phillip Reed 
dominated those races, after early 
leaders either crashed their way out of 
the competition, or Reed passed them 
in his surprising manner. In the 250cc 
race Reed was in command by the third
